ATTORNEYS CLASH 
OVER TESTIMONY 


Personal Encounter 
Threatened at Hearing 
Friday on Suit to Pre- 
vent Picketing. 


The attorneys taking part in the 
hearing of the Atlanta Mirror and 
Beveling company’s injunction suit 
against the Glassworkers’ ‘ Loca] 
Union No. 1027, came near to en- 
gaging in a personal encounter yes- 
terday afternoon ‘in the office of 
Winfield P. Jones, where the hear- 
ing is being held. 

J. A. Branch, attorney for the 
union, had objected to what he 
termed “two questions in one” which 
Mr. Jones had put to E. R. Arms, 
then occupying the witness chai 
and Mr. Jones had objected to Mr. 
Branch’s objection. 

“I want you to quit snapping me 
up,” said Mr. Branch; “yoy act as 
if you had a chip on your shoulder, 
and I have as much right to make 
my objections as you have.” 

“You act like a-mas with two

I have made what the news- 
paper fraternity calls a “story” 
of the United States BIG FOUR 
in the total value of.all crops in 

. 1917, 1918 and 1919, from sev- 
eral points of view. By this 
process a number of interesting 
facts have been brought out for 
the information and the encour- ee 
agement of the tillers of the 
soil and the people in general. 

I wish to present an entirely 
new view of the ° situation 
which has grown..out of the, 
government's statement. of the 
aggregate, crop values of cer- 
tain ieadfig states. 

It is not my purpose to draw 
a line of invidious distinc ‘‘on 
between states north or south 
in the matter of crop values or 
crops either. I am seeking to. 
give out. grad-grind facts pe- 
tent in influence. Those facis 
ought to be full of encourage- 
ment. More than that—inspir- 
iting—to southern farmers, cot- 
ton growers in particular. 

With this object in view I have 
taken the four states north 
that realized the greatest crop 
values in 1919. I have taxrn 
the four states south that made 
the highest crop values that 
year.

Philadelphia, May 21L—Grover 
Cleveland Bergdoll, convicted draft 
dodger, recently sentenced to serve 
five years on Governors Island, New 
York, escaped from  non-commis- 
sioned army officers at his moth- 
er’s home here today and tonight 
was still at large. The wealthy 
Philadelphian, wHo evaded the gov- 
ernment authorities all over. the 
country for more than two years 
before he was captured at his home 
in a sensational raid, disappeared 
in his own motor car while two ser- 
geants from Fort Jay, New York, 
who had him in charge, were sit- 
ting in the drawing room of Mrs. 
Bergdoll’s palatial home. The ma- 
chine was driven by Bergdoll’s 
chauffeur, according to the police, 
who believe the driver merely obey- 
ed his command, 

According to information receiv- 
ed here from. Fort Jay tonight 
Bergdoll came to Philadelphia yes- 
terday on a three days’ furlough 
to. attend to “important business 
matters.” It was said by the mili- 
tary authorities that hevha dleft 
Governors Island on competent 
military instructions and was sup- 
posed to visit a city other thar 
Philadelphia. .The natyre of Berg- 
doll’s business, the military author- 
ities go was confitential. 

Bergdoll and Car Gone. 

Bergdoll made his escape about 3 
o’clock. It was said the two ser- 
geants had spent the night at the 
Bergdol home, which is on the out- 
skirts of the city. This afternoon 
‘hey was entertaining the sergeants 
with recitations from Shakespeare,

friend of the Bergdoll family, who

‘Bergdoll’s brother, Erwin R. Berg- 
doll, well-known motor car racer, 
still is a fugitive ffom justice. He 
}also disappeared instead of answer- 
‘ing, the draft call and has not been 
heard of since with the exception of 
one brush with the police when he 
paid a flying motor car visit:to his 
mother’s home. Two élder brothers, 
of Grover had their Pg changed 
by courts to

Mrs. Bergdo]l was convicted in 
the county court yesterday on a 
charge of wantonly pointing a pis- 
tol at government agents at the 
time Grover was captured at her 
home last January.

A report to the.state department 
today that Villa had captured and 
was holding for $50,000 ransom 
George Miller, British, superintend- 
ent of the Alvarado Mining and 
Milling company, at rral, Chi- 
huahua, followed a report that Gen- 
eral Calles had failed to obtain 
from the outlaw leader an uncondi- 
tional promise of co-oneration. 

A. J. McQuarters, o New. York, 
president of the mining company, 
today sought the advice of govern- 
ment officials regarding payment of 
the ransom. The state department, 
it is understood, has taken no ac- 
tion, although it was regarded 
probable that represegtations would 
be made, not A tne @uthorities at 
Mexico City, but to the de facto 
leaders in Chihuahua. a 

Representatives here of the revo- 
lutionary government said they 
doubted the report. that a ransom 
had been asked for Miller’s release 
and called attention to the repeated 
seizure by Villa of Americans since 
the beginning of the year and their 
subsequent release.’

Alvarado 
Mining and Milling company, at Par- 
ral,Chihuahua,reported held for ran- 
som by’ Francisco Villa, is “‘a guest 
of Villa,” and no fears are felt for 
his safety, it was stated at the com- 
pany’s offices here tonight. 

“A few days ago,” the statement 
said, “Miller and other representa- 
tives of Parral mining concerns mo- 
tored over-to Villa’s camp. They 
remained there as guests at his re- 
quest that they stay wit&him until

That Fulton county has adopted 
the “open shop” with reference to 
its blacksmiths and’ engineers be- 
came known Friday when several 
men were secured to take the places 
of the striking blacksmiths and 
engineers. 

J. Oscar Milis,. chairman of the 
county commissioners, stated that 
the county had been ferced by the 
strike of the blacksmiths and a few 
of the engineers to employ other 
men to take their places and that 
the’ county would not raise the 
question as to peta: the men be- 
long to a union or not. 

Aske« ‘for Increase. 

The blacksmiths and engineers 
asked for an increasé in salary 
amounting to 20 per cent last Sat- 
urday at a meeting of the public 
works committee of the commission. 
The committee recommepded to tbe 
‘board that the demand be denied on 
account of the fact that the county 
is practically broke: The members 
of the committee expressed the de- 
sire that the men could see their 
way to stick by the county for a 
while longer. ‘# 

It was brought out at the meet- 
ing that the commission had raised 
salaries of all employees starting 
in September of last year, and had 
stated at the time that no further 
raises would be granted until the 
end of the year. Following the re- 
fusal ot the committee to recom- 
mend the demanded increase, the 
blacksmiths walked. out at 2 o’clock 
Monday afternoon and several of 
the engineers walked out Thurs- 
day morning, according to county 
officials. es , 

As the recommendation of the 
committee, which is composed of 
three commissioners, a majority of 
the board, was unanimous, it was 
generally understood that the ac- 
tion of the committed would be 
final.

After stabbing two men the ne- 
gro, whose name was give nas Cieo 
Reggam, secured a repeating rifle 
from his home and kept the neigh- 
borhood in a state of panic until 
ha was shot and instantly killed by 
a policeman. The other man killed 
was James H. Chafin, a negro 
street cleaner. He had no part in 
the fight. It was at first believed 
race riots had broken out and scores 
of policemen were sent to the scene. 
When they arrived the negro was 
Standing in front of his home fir- 


ing at every one in sight. The 
pstreet cleaner was the first to fall 
and then two policemen who ai- 
tempted to approach the negro were 
shot, one of them in the abdomen 
and the ather through the arm.

| Des Moines, Ja. May 21.—The’! 
Methodist Episcopal churches north 


Methodist-Episcopal churches north 
and south, considered by a special, 
committee of the general conference 
last night, suggests a joint gen- 
eral convention, to be composed af: 
not less than two hundred, and not 
more than .four hundred, one-half 
to be laymen and one-half to be 
ministers. Before this body would 
be laid all plans for unification. 

I¢ is. proposed that no plan be 
submitted which doés not have the 
entire approval of the representa- 


tives of each church. The Metho- 
dist. church, south, is.asked to de- 
termine the exact mber to be 
sent by each. chyrch to the joint 
convéntion and the Methodist 
Episcopal church will be bound by 
their decision. 

The report provides for a special 
session of the general conference at 
such time as the joint convention 
is ready to report a plan of unifi- 
cation. 

The report closes with ad reaffir- 
mation of the opinion of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church that the two 
churches would be reunited and de- 
clared the Methodist Episcopal 
church ready to accept any plan 
which is satisfactory to both 
churches. 

Establishment of a religious edu- 
cational system that will parallel 
the public school system at every 
point is planned in the report pre- 
sented by the comnfittee of Sunday 
echools to the general conference, 
The report asks that the committee 
be given exclusive jurisdiction in 
the matter of week-day religious 
education. 

The majority of the committee 
on state of the church published a 
report recommending that no 
change be made in the present 
apostle’s creed of the church. A 
majority report. however, will be 
submitted, it was said asking elim- 
ination of the phrase “the Cath- 
lic church.” The creed now reads: 
“TT believe in the Holy Ghost, 
the Catholic church; the Com- 
munion of Saints, the forgiveness 
of sins,” etc. The word “Catholic” 
is used in its general sense, but 
signers of the minority report would 
eliminate the words. 

The committee on home missions 
recommended that the missionary 
needs in Haiti be investigated, with 
a view to éstablishinge missionary 
work there. The committee on edu-< 
cation recommending making it 
necessary for each annual. confer- 
ence throughout Methodism to send“ 
to the board of education all money 
raised in the conference for educa- 
tional purposes was adopted. Here- 
tofore 80 per cent of such money 
has been retained by the annual 
conference and appropriated as it 
deemed best and 20 ner .cent sent 
to the board for disbursement. - It 
is guaranteed to all educational in- 
stitutions that they will get at 
least as much money as they re- 
ceived under the old plan.

But Baruch, among others, points 
Out that in the process of liquida- 
tion the workers’ wages should not 
be the starting point for reductions. 

“Bring down the prices _§ first,” 
suggests Baruch. And*others point 
out that this is the thing that is 
being done today, and while it is 
being done, labor should rest on its 
Oars and not block the work of re- 
ducing the prices on commodities by 
contributing higher production costs 
through demands for more pay. 

“It is evident,” said Governor 
Harding. of the federal reserva 
board, in Washington, the other day, 
“that the country eannot continue to 
advance prices and wages, expand 
credits and attempt to enrich itself 
on by non-productive operations and 
transactions.” 

How Labor Can Help.

The appearance of more favorab!e 
weather conditions in the south, 
checked buying on the bullish crop 
news, and the market became very 
weak and unsettled owing to talk 
of unfavorable general business con- 
ditions. Fear was expressed that 
further contraction of banking 
credits might lead to commodity 
liquidation, while reports of price 
cutting, particularly in dry goods 


and wearing apparel, had an unfa- 
vorable influence which was inten- 
sified by the weakness of securi- 
ties, and reports that China was 
cancelling orders for cotton goods 
in Manchester. 

Realizing was very heavy, and the 
lowest prices of the week were 
reached durin today’s trading, 
when sentiment was unsettled by 
the closing decline in the price of 
May contracts. This was the most 
spectacular feature. of the week, 
although it was considered of no 
great importance in its bearing on 
the general market situation. 


The decline to 38,80 for May in 
the last few minutes of trading in 
that delivery today represented a 
break of 418 points from the high 
record of the week and of 365 
points from last night’s closing quo- 
tations. It was felt possible that 
the number of notices issued was 
somewhat in excess of expectations 
leading to liquidation, but only a 
few lots of May were sold on the 
break from 42,50 to 38.80 and the 
effect on later months was regarded 
as largely sentimental.
